Three speakers gave the 
audience attending the 
symposium held October 16, an 
overview of the different 
approaches to the world's food 
situation. Professors Millette, 
Steppler and Don efer, each 
presented accounts of their 
evaluation of the world's food 
problem, from their personal 
involvement in development 
projects in various parts of the 



Plant Science and faculties of 
agriculture in world 
development, prof Steppler 
directed his comments, while 
sorting out his many papers, 
reports and acetate sheets, at 
showing how wheat production 
is not meeting the world's 
demand. Increasing our 
production here in Canada, 
Steppler added, would do little 
to narrow this gap, and 
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world. 

Professor Millette, diverting 
himself from his stated topic of 
the role of Soil Science in the 
world's development, insisted 
especially on the socio-political 

-Carriers to development. After 
commenting briefly on 
ecological factors, such as the 
landscape, the need for 
increased use of native species 
of animals in agriculture, the 
local and national influences of 
climate on agriculture, Millette 
then went on to discuss the 
importance of considering 
cultural traditions and customs 
when developing projects. 

The collective ownership of 
land, the influence of 
established dietary preferences, 
the need for better 
transportation and storage 
facilities, the need to preserve 
the cultural identity of the 
local population, and the 
influence of a rising standard of 
living on choice of food, were 
all touched on by Millette in 
his presentation. He concluded 
by stressing the need to study 
development projects carefully 
having in mind the compatibility 
of the project with the country 
in which they will be applied. 
Comprehensiveness is another 
key factor, added Millette, 
arising from the necessity of 
embracing as many sociological 
and cultural aspects as possible 
when projects are planned for a 
given region. 

Millette also underlined the 
necessity of designing the 
projects so that they could be 
easily operated by local people 
after the initial start-up. 

Speaking on the role of both 



furthermore would jeopardize 
the long term productivity of 
our soils. A great deal would be 
achieved if each country could 
increase its own production 
potential. This will require 
many more scientists than the 
number currently being trained 
in universities. 

Having sorted his papers, Dr. 



Steppler turned to the audience 
to discuss the importance of 
forming professionnals capable 
of working under the conditions 
prevailing in these countries, 
because ultimately research only 
takes on its full meaning and 
signification in the farmer's 
field, concluded Dr. Steppler. 

In a call that the world be 
seen as one world and not as 
the third world and 
industrialized world, prof. 
Donefer, of the animal science 
departement, aknowledged that 
often, technological transfer has 
failed to meet local conditions, 
and consequently, before we 
import our tailor-made solutions 
we should resolve our own 
contradictions. A basic approach 
Don efer stated, would be to 
emphasize again and again that 
food is for people so that 
agricultural production should 
first set out to meet the 
nutritional requir ements the 
population. Yet, many 
developing countries export 
considerable quantities of crop 



with no nutritional value like 
tea, coffee or cotton. 

Professor Donefer went on 
to show that the third world 
has become the dumping ground 
of feedstuffs of lower quality 
but sold at high prices. The 
increased consumption of 
carbonated beverages in sugar 
exporting countries is a 
noteworthy example. Donefer 
concluded his talk on insisting 
that protein quality is as 
important as protein quantity, 
and that the regular 
introduction of animal products 
in the diet could greatly aid in 
meeting the protein 
requirement, especially of young 
children.Grazing animals could 
make use of land where only 
grasses can be grown; little 
need would there be to use 
grain as a source of feed for 
animals. The luxurious use of 
grain for the production of 
animal protein is mostly a norm 
american phenomena, said 
Donefer, and should be 
questionned.

colonel Sanders visits 
far-away lands' 



Is hunger in the Third World a 
problem that chickens can 
solve? Will large-scale 
production of eggs and chickens 
in developing save people from 
starving? 

If it had not been World Food 
Day, and Professor Scott ! s 
lecture had been on "Improved 
methods of feed formulation 
and housing for chickens", 
rather than "The increasing 
importance of animal protein in 
the Third World", then the 
presentation Friday evening 
might have been acceptable. 
As it was, World Food Day 
ended at Macdonald College on 
a farcical note. 

After a brief preface, in which 
Scott informed us that 
malnutrition caused health 
problems, and could even affect 
mental development in children, 
we were shown how much cost 
per egg and cost per pound of 
chicken had decreased during 
the century. This is partly due 
to improvements in the 
nutritionnal balance of feed and . 
partly to decreased costs of 
crop production of the grain 
which chickens eat. 

The rest of the lecture 
consisted of a tour of chicken 
houses in various parts of the 
world. I hesitate to say the 
"Third World" because Professor 
Scott apparently believes Japan 
is a developing country, even in 
terms of food production. 
Scott dealt almost exclusively 
with university research 
stations, or well-capitalized, 
large-scale operations at which 
he had been working as a 
consultant. A couple of 
sentences about pigs increased 
the lecture's frame of reference 
but slightly. 

The presentation was that of 
a blinkered academic, totally 
unprepared to discuss the issue 



of food production and 
consumption in the Third World. 
Scott's achievements include 
persuading Greece(another Third 
World country), that their grain 
surplus was really chicken feed. 
The Greeks had previously 
believed that wheat was human 
food. Were the people of Chile 
really 'better off before the 
election of President Allende, 
when immediately afterwards 
they felt the urge to eat all of 
Scott's friend's 800,000 
chickens? Were they hungry, or 
was this just an example of 'the 
way the communists do things', 
which Scott "Doesn't like"? 

Why were teenagers in some 
parts of the Carribean 
malnourished? Was it because 
they didn't have enough money 
for good food, or because they 
weren't feeding enough to their 
chickens? 

While Scott is not 
completely tied to the 
American mode of production 
(Scott works out of Cornell, in 
-New York), and can recognize 
the virtues of bamboo chicken 
houses in Indonesia, he is 
obviously not able to make the 
right connection between human 
nutrition and chicken nutrition 
when it comes to countries 
where food is not plentiful, and 
where technological and social 
handicaps make worse the 
problem of gaining adequate 
nutrition. Scottis competent to 
tackle some of the 
technological problems, such as 
storage losses in rice, but he 
has no eye for the broader 
implications of his work.

n how long their present 
wners take to die or become 
nable to operate the facility 
or sickness, accident...) for a 
^riod longer than one year. 

It is a rather stressful 
ituation, since the law 
rohibits them not only from 



selling, transmitting or even 
giving their abattoir to anyone, 
but also (to accelerate the 
choking process) it prohibits 
them from selling any meat, 
stamped or not, to retailers, 
restaurants, hospitals, etc, a 
market outlet important for 
many of them. I can imagine 
the big smile on the 20 (or so) 
administrators of the larger 
businesses not impeded by the 
law, impatiently waiting for any 
sign of an outward shift of 
their production curves... 

What reasons could have led 
to such a situation? The 
government wanted to improve 
sanitary conditions in the meat 
industry to prevent anymore 
huge amounts of rotten meat 
entering the market as occured 
in the early 70 f s, a situation 
which led to the closure of at 
least, to my knowledge, a big 
processing plant (Federal 
Packer) near Magog, following a 
public inquiry. From there, 
regulations were reinforced and 
permanent inspection became 
mandatory in any abattoir as an 
essential condition for carcass 
stamping. It required the 
presence, on the spot, of at 
least one official inspector for 



checking 40 hours a week. But 
it also meant, because the 
government doesn't have enough 
money to pay for this service 
in each small abattoir, that the 
latter would not be able to 
have their beef carcasses 
stamped anymore on the weekly 
visit of an inspector. 

Talks didn't arrange anything 
yet. Nevertheless, as possible 
solution to the problem, the 
Ministry of Agriculture 
suggested that small owners in 
a particular area should regroup 
together and build a bigger 
abattoir, technically well 
equiped and meeting all the 
requirements set down as a 
minimum to operate a 
slaughterhouse business. 

Financial aid would be 
provided for interested company 
or corporation, while closure of 
small abattoir was somewhat 
stimulated by offering a 
possible (but low return anyway) 
indemnisation. 

Nevertheless few owners 
jumped for the bait and the 
remainder still want to operate 
their business at home, judging 
the government project 
unrealistic. They believe that 
there is place for improvements 
of their plants but the 



government should agree with 
them to lower the 
unsurmontable obstacle created 
by the Law. 

Outside the province, in the 
USA for example, exportation 
of approved carcasses is 
possible for abattoirs of the 
same small size; in Ontario, an 
inspection system on a weekly 
basis is the rule, and existence 
of small abattoirs is not 
questioned but supported by 
such organization as "Beef 
Cattleman Association", and 
"Small Grocery Stores 
Federation". 

Here, unfortunately, it is 
obvious than in a few years 
from now, half of the still 
existing infrastructure of the 
industry will be made unusable. 
Will undesirable effects 
subsequently show up? Greater 
distances would have to be 
travelled to move the products, 
especially for farmers presently 
having their meat processed by 
a nearby abattoir; there will be 
less competition and what about 
the quality? Better??? Don't 
make me laugh...

WHY THE OTHER HALF STARVES ... 



Too many children and not 
enough Massey-Fergusons? 

Famine and hunger are all 
real in the world today. Is it 
inevitable that 460 million 
people, mainly children, suffer 
from chronic hunger and 
malnutrition? 

According to an FAO 
report(1979), world supplies of 
dietary energy exceed the 
nutritional requirements of the 
world by 10%. Even in the 
developing countries, available 
supplies would be nearly 
sufficient to meet domestic 
needs if they were equitably 
distributed in accordance with 
these requirements. 

At present, the total amount 
of cultivated land on earth is 
136 billion hectares. Susan 
George, author of How the 
Other Half Dies estimates that 
with a resonable investment, 
and minimum ecological 
modification, the world could 
increase its present farming 
area by 50%, to 2.1 billion 
hectares, the increase mostly in 
Africa and Latin America. 

Although some of the 
restrictions on increasing food 
supplies are ecological or 
technological, most of the 
problems are sociological and 
political. This article wiil 
some of these issues , 
including: the unequal 
distribution of wealth in Third 
World countries, its colonial 
roots, and the trade 
relationships between the Third 
World countries and th<* 
developed countries. 
No Land , No Money , No Food . 

One of the problems 
associated with hunger in Third 
World countries, is the unequal 
distribution of agricultural 
inputs, such as land, capital, 
technology, fertilizers and 
water. 

In Bangladesh, for example, 
one of the world's hungriest, 
and yet most agriculturally rich 
countries, less than 10% of 
rural households control over 
half the country's cultivable 
land; a third of the households 
own no land, and many more 
own less than half an acre (not 
enough to feed a family). 

Those who have not enough 
land, or no land at all, must 
either sharecrop (where one 
third to two thirds of the crop 
is handed over to the landlord), 
or even worse, must work for 
wages. In Bangladesh, the wages 
m to agricultural labour are so 
"low that landlords are 
increasingly turning to this 
method of cultivating their 
land. 

Those peasants who do own 
enough land to make a living 



often do not have adequate 
access to credit at reasonable 
rates, or other inputs such as 
fertilizer or water. Most of 
these resources flow to the 
larger landowners, as these are 
the ones who hold thepower. 

The unequal distribution 
makes for a very inefficient use 
of resources. Small landholders 
do not have access to the 
inputs that could enable them 
to fully exploit their land and 
labour. Large landowners are 
generally poor managers of 
their lands, and tend not to 
invest in improvements, as the 
money can be more profitably 
used by lending it. 
Sharecroppers have even less 
incentive to invest in the land, 
as the average length of time a 
sharecropper works a piece of 
land is three years. 

Thus a piece of land that is 
blessed with rich soil, abundant 
water, and a favouable climate 
has one of the lowest 
agricultural yields in the world. 

Bangladesh is not an isolated 
case; a study of 83 countries 
revealed that just over 3% of 
landholders control 
approximately 80% of the 
farmland. When the people do 
not control the food-producing 
resources in a non-industrialized 
country, malnutrition is likely 
to be widespread. 
The Colonial Era . 

But what are the reasons for 
this unequal distribution of 
wealth? Why are so many 
countries in such poor shape? 
The answer lies in the 
developed world. Many of the 
problems that are now plaguing 
Third World countries have their 
roots in European colonialism. 

In their search for new 
materials for trade or for 
fuelling their industries at 
home, the Europeans imposed 
control over the agricultural 
resource of many Third World 
countries. In some cases, 
plantations were installed, the 
people were pushed off the land 
and made dependent on poorly 
paid wage labour. With the land 
being occupied by export crops, 
food supplies were limited, and 
people starved. In many 
instances the country would 
start importing food, often at a 
much higher cost than if it 
were grown locally. 

In other countries, the 
mechanism of control was a 
head tax imposed by the 
colonialists. In order to pay 
these taxes the peasants had 
either to seek food surpluses 
that had been stored away for 
lean years, or grow cash crops 
instead of food. If the peasants 
had received good prices for
